Methodism’s ecumenical ec unference 
in sixth decennial session got under 
way Friday night at Wesley Memorial 
church, as Bishop William Fraser 
McDowell, senior bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, called the 
body to order. Professor A. C. Boat- 
man announced the opening hymn, one 
of Charles Wesley's best-known 
compositions, “O for a Thousand 
Tongues.” 

Dr. C. Ryder Smith, of Birming- 
ham, England, president of the Wes- 
leyan Methodist conference, delivered 
“~ opening discourse, using as his 

— text the third chapter of 
the pistle to the Gallatians, 26th and 
28th verses. The theme discussed by 
Dr. Smith pertained to the idea of 
the oneness in Christ Jesus of all 
true and sincere believers. Only three 
days in America for his first visit, 
Dr. Smith does. not consider himself 


an authority on American manners 
and customs, and refuses to have any- 
thing to ~say~“whatsoever regarding 
prohibition. 

Long before the hour to begin the 
opening service the Wesley Memorial 
auditorium was packed to capacity, 
with hundreds standing. Announce- 
ment was made that more than a 
thousand people outside were unable 
to gain entrance, 


Bishops on Platform. 


Seated on the platform were all the 
bishops present in the city, represent- 
ing the various branches of episcopal 
Methodism. Great applause greeted 
them as they came upon the rostrum. 

Bishop F. D. Leete, general chair- 
man, introduced Bishop McDowell, 
senior bishop of the M. E. church, 
as presiding chairman. Bishop Mc- 
Dowell announced the official open- 
ing, and prayed that the divine spirit 
might be in all that should be said 
and done, that honor should be 
brought to His name, and that 
strength should be brought to the 
church around the world. 

Chancellor Flint, of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, read the response, while Bish- 
op Ainsworth read the Old Testament 
lesson. Bishop Ainsworth, as chair- 
man of the executive committee, made 
announcement of Wesley Memorial as 
meeting place for morning and eve- 
ning until further notice. 

Practically the entire membership 
of the ecumenical gathering was pres- 
ent at the opening hour Friday night. © 
Some 2,000 Atlanta citizens and 
church people from nearby towns also 
were present. 

Dr. Smith asserted that, though 
the ecumenical conference might ap- 
pear to a casual observér as a mis-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—()—A 
whirlwind of controversy has centered 
about Bishop James Cannon Jr. since 
he rallied his forces against the presi- 
dential candidacy of Alfred E. Smith 
in 1928, 


Political and ecclesiastical attacks | 


have followed in bewildering succes- 
sion, He has faced both senate and 
church committees investigating his 
activities. 

The 66-year-old Southern Methodist 
churchman became a national political 
figure when he headed the Virginia 
anti-Smith democratic committee, In 
that campaign the traditionally demo- 
cratic state lined up in the republic- 
an fold in support of @lerbert Hoo- 
ver, 

During and after the campaign he 
was assailed both without and within 


the church. He was accused of oppos- 
ing Smith because the latter was a 
Roman Catholic. Senator Glass, of 
Virginia, described Bishop Cannon as 
“the Methodist pope.” 

The bishop fought back vigorously. 
He contended his long fight against 
liquor was the basis of his opposi- 
tion to Smith. 

It was discovered, too, that Bishop 
Cannon had bought stock through a 
New York brokerage house, which 
later became bankrupt. *His foes 
charged him with gambling. 

In May, 1930, he was summoned 
before the general conference of the 


Southern Methodist church to answer 


charges centering about his political 
activity and stock market dealings. 


After he had faced the conference | 


with tears in his eyes, confessed that 
he had made a mistake in his stock 
market venture and promised not to 
do it again, he was exonerated.

It was advanced by a committee, 
headed by Donald R. Richberg, Chica- 
go author and lawyer, which was ap- 
pointed by the progressive conference 
here Jast March to study the utili- 
ties problem. 

In a report to Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, who presided over 
the conference, the committee held 
that regulation of public utilities had 
failed. It drew the conclusion that 
‘public competition is the most effec- 
tive form of regulation.” | 

A political program, designed to “re- 
store control of public business to the 
people,” was recommended. Govern- 
and distribution of 
electric power wherever feasible and 
creation of a government railway sys- 
tem to compete with privately-owned 


lines was proposed, 

Holding that “the recapture of pub- | 
lic control of all public business, and 
the elimination of any private monop- 
oly of public necessities are the grav- 
est problems tlat confront the Amer- 
ican people today,” the report said: 

“It bas been thought that we could

ing mean—and the diagnosis was not 


pletely cured. Mine was cured by 
counter irritation, I reckon. Anyway. 
the right shoulder suddenly ceased 
troubling me when I sustained a frac- 
ture of the left shoulder. The ortho- 
pedic man who made some X-ray neg- 
atives of the injured shoulder made 
one of the sound shoulder for com- 
parison, and discovered a calcified de- 
posit in the subdeltoid (subacromial) 
bursa. 

Inflammation of this little pad is a 
common cause of lame or painfdal 
shoulder. The bursa is a thin sac con- 
taining a few drops of fruid. It is 
outside the shoulder joint and has no 
communication with the joint. Often 
such bursitis is diagnosed as brachial 
neuritis. In some cases the pain is 
so severe that the patient is absolute- 
ly disabled. Whether bursitis is caus- 
ed solely by violenre or by focal in- 
fection or by both is a moot question. 
In some cases there is no history of 
injury or strain or of sudden onset. 
Both men and women suffer, and 
sedentary folk as much as athletic. 

In most eases of subdeltoid bursi- 
tis a calcareous deposit occurs in or 
about the bursa, and this appears in 
the X-ray film sometimes apparently 
within a few days after-the onset of 
the trouble. In many cases the shadow 
of the calcification disappears as the 
pain and lameness clear up, but some- 
times the deposit remaius indefinitely 
long after the trouble has gone. 

Some doctors with much experience 
in dealing with such cases advocate 
surgical removal of the bursa as the 
best way to overcome the pain and 
avoid prolonged disability, especially 
in chronic cases with repeated exac- 
erbations of trouble. Others have 
found more conservative physical 
therapy sufficient to relieve most 
cases, especially rest, manipulation of 
the shoulder under anesthesia, passive 
movements, later active exercises, and 


treatment. As least diathermy treat- 

ments should be tried for a reasonable 

time before surgery is resorted to.

Gold notes of the National Credit 
Corporation will be accepted by the 
treasury as collateral on deposits of 
public money in designated institu- 
tions. 


The announcement was made to- 
day by Secretary Mellon. It gives 
to the notes of the corporation created 
at the suggestion of President Hoo- 
ver the same collateral value now 
accorded to commercial paper and 
bankers’ acceptances. Under existing 
regulations governing deposits those 
securities are accepted at 90 per cent 
of their face value. 

Senator Fess, republican, Ohio, to- 
day asked that the credit corporation 
extend its activities to banks which 
have closed but are solvent. 

He said he had been informed by 
officers of the corporation that it can- 
not aid closed banks until its board 
of directors has approved. 

He has suggested to officers of the 
organization that some banks which 
have voluntarily closed to protect their 
assets are solvent and could reopen 
if provided with funds from the credit 
pool to make their frozen holdings 
liquid.

Communist Candidate Ex- 
pected To Detract From 
Labor Nominee.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—()—The list 
of 1,225 men:and 61 women who will 
run for election to the house of com- 
mons in one‘of the greatest and most 
fateful fights in British political his- 
tory closed today with their official 
nomination. 

Included in the list are 65 candi- 
dates, of whom Stanley Baldwin, con-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—()— 
The great names of naval history will 
live again, embodied in the lithe, first 
line destroyers of the United States 
fleet.
